Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  fourth  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Crosby  for  the  year 
1940. 

During  this  period  the  health  of  the  Borough  has  been  uniformly 
good,  except  for  a sharp  epidemic  of  measles  and  German  measles. 
The  half  expected  epidemics  following  a long  period  of  “shelter”  life, 
and  the  lowering  of  vitality  as  a result  of  altered  feeding,  have  not 
materialised. 

The  exigencies  of  war  have  damped  down  any  prospect  of  creative 
work  in  the  development  of  the  Public  Health  Services.  The  Services 
have,  however,  continued  to  function  under  great  strain  and  diffi- 
culties. The  Clinics  were  closed  down  for  a few  weeks  at  the  height 
of  the  air  attacks,  but  were  soon  providing  all  the  services  again,  and, 
in  addition  to  its  great  inconvenience,  the  Prince  Street  Clinic  housed 
one  of  the  first  aid  posts  established  there  for  Civil  Defence  purposes. 
Very  excellent  work  has  been  done  there  throughout  the  year. 

Destruction  of  property  by  air  raids  has  held  up  some  of  the  normal 
activities  of  the  Department. 

I should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  staff 
during  the  difficult  period  under  review,  and  of  the  interest  shown  by 
the  Health  Committee  in  the  many  special  problems  which  have 
arisen.

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME 
There  are  two  Nursing  Associations  in  the  Borough:

MIDWIVES 

There  are  9 Midwives  practising  in  the  district  of  which  5 are 
salaried  Midwives  appointed  to  the  Borough  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  participating  in  the  scheme  of  a National  Service  of  State 
Midwives.  All  the  Midwives  are  qualified,  holding  the  certificate 
of  the  Central  Midwives  Board.  This  number  does  not  include  the 
midwives  practising  exclusively  in  the  Nursing  Homes  and  Resident 
Institutions  in  the  Borough. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK 

All  specimens  requiring  bacteriological  examination  are  submitted 
to  Professor  Wright,  City  Bacteriologist,  City  Laboratories,  Liverpool. 

PUBLIC  ANALYST— FOOD  & DRUGS  ACT,  1938 
Professor  Roberts,  City  Analyst,  City  Laboratories,  Liverpool,  who 
was  appointed  Public  Analyst  to  the  Borough  of  Crosby  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  for  the  district  is  supplied  by  Liverpool  Corpora- 
tion. The  chief  source  of  supply  is  Lake  Vyrnwy  in  Wales.  The 
water  is  moderately  soft  in  character  and  is  excellent  for  all  domestic 
purposes.  All  houses  are  supplied  from  the  public  mains. 

SCAVENGING 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Corporation  workmen  under  the 
supervision  of  a Cleansing  Superintendent  directed  by  the  Borough 
Engineer. 

The  main  roads  are  cleansed  daily,  other  roads  at  less  frequent 
intervals — at  least  once  weekly.  The  district  is  therefore  kept  in  a 
clean  and  tidy  state.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936 

Under  this  Act,  754  live  births  and  18  still-births  were  notified 
during  1940  and  198  births  were  transferred,  from  hospitals  and 
nursing  homes  outside  this  district,  to  the  area.  Of  the  Births  notified 
and  transferred  725  were  visited  and  1808  re-visits  were  made  to 
children  under  the  age  of  one  year. 

1928  visits  were  made  to  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five 
years  and  whenever  necessary  the  parents  were  advised  to  obtain 
medical  aid.  249  visits  were  made  to  children  requiring  attention. 
Enquiries  were  made  regarding  the  18  still-births. 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES 

The  following  table  shows  the  attendances  at  these  clinics  and  is  a 
good  indication  of  their  popularity  and  usefulness.  The  clinic  for 
Crosby  residents  is  held  at  the  Alexandra  Hall  clinic  on  Wednesdays, 
that  for  Waterloo  residents  is  held  at  the  Prince  Street  Clinic  on 
Mondays,  and  that  for  Seaforth  residents  is  also  held  at  the  Prince 
Street  clinic  on  Wednesdays.

The  Ladies  of  the  Waterloo- with- Seaforth  Health  Society  continue 
to  do  most  excellent  work  in  connection  with  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare.  During  the  year  the  Society  has  given  very  necessary 
assistance  to  a large  number  of  families,  including  nursing  and  ex- 
pectant mothers.  Each  case  was  personally  and  regularly  visited 
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Maternity  and  Child  Welfarf 


and  the  circumstances  entered  into  by  the  Ladies.  Virol,  Irridex 
and  Maltoline  have  been  supplied  free  or  at  reduced  prices  upon  the 
instructions  of  the  Society,  the  difference  in  cost  being  reimbursed  to 
the  Corporation  out  of  the  Society’s  funds.  Fire  guards  have  been 
provided  at  a low  cost,  and  baby  garments  are  supplied  at  cost  price. 

ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST  NATAL  CLINICS 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  spite  of  war  conditions  the  attendances 
at  these  clinics  have  increased.  This  increase  is  partly  due  to  the 
mothers  attending  earlier  in  pregnancy  and  resulting  in  considerable 
benefits  to  both  mother  and  child. 

The  County  Midwives  continue  to  attend  the  ante-natal  clinic 
with  their  patients  and  close  co-operation  is  maintained  between  the 
Midwives  and  the  Health  Visitors.  Where  necessary  patients  are 
referred  to  hospital  for  special  advice,  treatment  or  investigation. 
A number  of  patients  have  been  referred  for  dental  treatment  and  in 
special  circumstances  have  been  treated  by  the  Clinic  Dentist.  For 
these  patients  dentures  are  supplied  either  free  of  charge  or  at  less 
than  cost  price.

Of  the  422  cases  who  attended  the  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics 
a large  number  were  referred  to  the  clinic  by  local  practitioners  and 
by  the  midwives  practising  in  the  district.  A small  number  were 
recommended  to  attend  after  leaving  hospitals  and  nursing  homes. 

In  addition  to  the  attendances  at  the  clinic  the  health  visitors  made 
150  first  visits  and  281  re-visits  to  the  homes  of  these  cases. 


ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  CLINIC 

Before  treatment  each  child  is  thoroughly  examined  by  the  Medical 
Officer  who  recommends  suitable  cases  for  treatment.  In  many 
cases  the  children  are  suffering  from  insufficient  nourishment  and 
arc  referred  to  the  Ladies  Health  Society,  through  whose  generous 
help  much  needed  supplies  of  medical  necessaries  (Malt,  Halibut 
Oil,  Vitamin  Capsules,  etc.)  arc  supplied.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936— CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION 

Provision  has  been  made  for  carrying  out  the  duties  under  Sections 
206  to  220  of  this  Act.  The  Health  Visitors  have  been  appointed 
Child  Life  Protection  Visitors  and  during  the  year  they  made  108 
visits  to  children  in  the  care  of  foster  parents.  The  children  were 
all  well  cared  for. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  10  foster  parents  on  the  register 
having  the  care  of  14  children.  While  the  number  of  children  in  the 
care  of  foster  parents  remained  the  same  as  last  year,  the  number  of 
foster  parents  on  the  register  had  decreased  by  2.

Immunisation 


The  facilities  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet 
Fever  which  have  been  available  to  residents  for  several  years  were 
continued  during  1940. 

Immunisation  in  this  Brough,  unless  otherwise  requested,  is  always 
in  respect  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  and  the  inoculations  are 
combined  and  administered  through  the  same  needle. 


A special  immunisation  clinic  is  held  once  weekly  and  there  is  now 
a steady  demand  from  parents  for  the  immunisation  of  their  children, 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
of  pre-school  age  who  were  immunised  during  1940. 

A number  of  the  parents  prefer  to  have  their  children  immunised 
by  the  family  doctor  and  in  these  cases  there  is  a special  arrangement 
whereby  the  immunisation  material  is  supplied  to  practitioners  free 
of  charge.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
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LANCASHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  (RIVERS  BOARD  AND 
GENERAL  POWERS)  ACT,  1938 

Sections  115  and  116  of  this  Act,  which  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  of  April,  1939,  have  been  adopted  by  the  Corporation  and  were 
administered  during  1940.  All  persons  and  premises  classified  in 
the  provisions  of  these  sections  of  the  Act  have  been  visited  and  the 
Inspectors  reports  show  that  a high  standard  of  cleanliness  is  being 
maintained.  In  the  course  of  these  inspections  52  premises  have  been 
visited,  excluding  the  ice  cream  premises  which  are  reported  on 
separately. 

These  Sections  provide  for: — 

1.  The  Registration  of  Hawkers  of  Meat,  Fish,  Fruit  and  Vege- 

tables, and  of  premises  (if  any)  for  the  storage  of  such  goods. 

2.  The  Registration  of  premises  used  in  connection  with  the 

sale  or  storage  of  ice  cream. 

3.  The  Registration  of  premises  used  in  connection  with  the 

preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages,  potted,  pressed, 
pickled  or  preserved  meat,  fish  or  other  food  intended  for 
sale. 

ICE  CREAM 

There  are  85  premises  in  the  Borough  registered  for  the  storage  or 
sale  of  ice  cream.  Many  of  the  shops  have  temporarily  suspended 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  this  commodity  owing  to  wartime  rationing 
and  the  consequent  difficulty  in  obtaining  adequate  supplies  of  the 
essential  materials,  milk  and  sugar.  Those  premises  still  engaged  in 
the  handling  of  this  article  were  all  visited  regularly  and  the  general 
standard  of  cleanliness  was  found  to  be  good.  67  visits  were  made  to 
these  premises  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough,  practically  all  the 
meat  that  comes  into  this  area  is  from  the  Liverpool  Corporation 
Abattoir. 

The  inspection  of  Food  premises  is  carried  out  by  inspectors  possess- 
ing the  necessary  qualifications.  Shops,  vehicles  and  premises, 
dealing  with  the  preparation,  storage  and  retailing  of  food  are  kept 
under  constant  supervision.  In  carrying  out  this  work  the  following 
visits  of  inspection  were  made: — 

*Butchers  Shops,  192  visits. 

*Other  food  shops  and  premises,  308  visits. 

*These  visits  are  in  addition  to  those  made  by  the  Shops’  Inspector 
(see  p.  29)  who  is  also  a Sanitary  Inspector. 
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The  following  articles  of  food,  being  unfit  for  human  consumption, 
were  voluntarily  surrendered  and  where  necessary  destroyed.  In 
certain  cases,  on  the  undertaking  that  it  would  not  be  used  for  edible 
purposes,  the  food  was  returned  to  the  wholesaler,  and  utilised  in 
other  ways.

There  has  been  no  case  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the  year. 


MILK  SUPPLY 

The  number  of  cowkeepers  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  28.  The  general  standard  of  construction  and  cleanliness  of  the 
cowsheds  is  good,  as  is  also  the  cleanliness  of  the  utensils.  The 
approximate  number  of  cows  kept  in  the  Borough  for  dairv  purposes 
is  503. 

The  visits  of  inspection  made  during  the  year  numbered  295. 

Thirtyfour  samples  of  milk  were  taken  in  the  Borough  and  sub- 
mitted for  examination,  six  (or  17.6  per  cent)  were  found  to  contain 
tubercle  bacilli.  Of  these,  one  of  the  infected  samples  was  produced 
outside  the  Borough.  The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was 
notified  in  each  instance  and  examination  of  the  respective  herds  was 
subsequently  carried  out  by  Veterinary  Inspectors  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  animals  found  to  be  infected  were 
removed  and  slaughtered. 

I wo  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Phosphatase  Test  and 
were  found  to  be  efficiently  pasteurised. 


CLEANLINESS  OF  MILK  SUPPLY 

I he  standard  of  cleanliness  adopted  by  the  Corporation  is  B.  Coli 
absent  in  1 100  cc.  and  a colony  count  of  less  than  200,000  per  cc. 
from  the  thirty  four  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
twenty  three  were  found  to  have  B.  Coli  present  in  1/100  cc.  and 
twenty  were  lound  to  have  a colony  count  in  excess  of  200,000  per  cc. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
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These  figures  do  not  compare  quite  so  favourably  with  the  figures 
for  1939  for  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  Milk  supply.  All  producers 
of  samples  failing  to  reach  the  required  standard  were  visited  and  a 
request  made  for  more  care  to  be  exercised  in  the  methods  of  pro- 
duction and  in  the  handling  and  storage  of  the  milk  supplies.  The 
producers  concerned  stressed  the  difficulties  they  experience  in  re- 
taining their  skilled  labour  and  also  in  obtaining  the  required  amount 
of  labour.  It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  this  lapse  from  the  usual 
high  standard  of  cleanliness  achieved  in  milk  production  can  be 
attributed  to  this  factor. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1936 

Six  cowkeepers  hold  licences  from  the  County  Council  for  the 
production  of  Accredited  Milk. 

“Dealers  Licences”  to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  have  been 
granted  by  the  Corporation  to  seven  purveyors  of  milk.  One  pur- 
veyor received  a licence  in  respect  of  milk  treated  by  the  Pasteurising 
Process  but  the  dealer  ceased  production  of  this  milk  during  the  year. 

BAKEHOUSES 

There  are  36  bakehouses  in  the  Borough,  of  which  3 are  of  the 
basement  type.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  38  bake- 
houses on  the  Register  but  2 were  closed  down  during  the  year.  All 
were  visited  and  inspected  and  generally  were  found  to  be  maintained 
in  a clean  and  satisfactory  condition,  67  visits  of  inspection  were  made 
during  the  year. 

In  8 instances  bakehouses  were  noticed  to  be  in  need  of  cleansing 
and  limewashing  and  on  notifying  the  occupier  the  matter  was  promptly 
remedied  in  each  case.  In  a further  3 instances  sanitary  defects  were 
found  and  on  intimation  were  subsequently  rectified. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  54,  of  the  Factories 
Act,  1937,  Certificates  of  Suitability  are  in  existence  in  respect  of  the 
3 basement  bakehouses.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  NOTIFIED 

1828  cases  of  infectious  disease,  including  61  cases  occurring  amongst 
military  personnel  stationed  in  the  Borough,  have  been  notified  during 
the  year.  This  figure  is  equivalent  to  a general  attack  rate  for  in- 
fectious disease  of  32.82  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population.  This 
is  considerably  higher  than  the  figure  for  last  year,  741  cases  being 
notified  giving  a general  attack  rate  figure  of  13.33  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  population.  During  the  months  of  May,  June,  July, 
September  and  October  the  Borough  suffered  from  an  outbreak  of 
measles  which  affected  893  persons,  mostly  children  up  to  the  age  of 
15  years.  German  measles  accounted  for  540  cases  in  March,  April 
and  May  when  this  disease  was  prevalent.  These  two  outbreaks, 
therefore,  accounted  for  some  three  quarters  of  the  total  cases  notified. 
Table  XI  is  an  analysis  of  the  cases  notified,  removed  to  hospital,  etc. 

2077  visits  and  re-visits  have  been  made  to  houses  where  infectious 
disease  occurred,  and  enquiries  were  made  in  each  case.  Intimations 
were  sent  to  the  Education  Department  regarding  all  school  children 
from  houses  where  there  was  infectious  disease. 

441  rooms  at  426  premises  where  infectious  disease  occurred  were 
disinfected,  4296  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding,  etc.,  and  1180 
library  books  were  removed  from  such  houses  and  treated  at  the 
disinfecting  station.  In  addition,  16  Public  Air  Raid  Shelters  which 
were  found  to  have  been  used  by  infectious  cases  were  specially  sprayed. 

Additional  disinfection  has  been  carried  out  regularly  in  respect 
of  A.R.P.  Services.  All  stations  and  depots  have  been  disinfected 
weekly  and  all  bedding  was  removed  and  treated  at  the  disinfecting 
station.  16,479  articles  of  bedding  and  clothing  were  so  treated  and 
the  1 1 premises  in  regular  use  as  Fire  Stations,  First  Aid  Posts,  etc., 
were  disinfected  on  467  occasions. 

The  Rest  halls  provided  for  bombed  out  and  evacuated  persons 
were  used  on  several  occasions  necessitating  the  disinfection  of  6 large 
halls  and  671  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding. 

Close  co-operation  exists  between  the  Department  and  the  Military 
Medical  Authorities  in  the  area.  At  the  request  of  the  Military 
Authorities  1196  articles  of  bedding,  clothing,  and  military  equipment 
were  disinfected  alter  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease. 

Disinfecting  fluid  has  been  given  to  the  ratepayers  when  infectious 
disease  occurred  in  their  homes. 
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BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK

Tuberculosis 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1930,  83  cases 
were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  this  disease.  The  deaths  ascertained 
from  this  complaint  during  the  year  were  46.  The  comparative 
figures  for  1939  were  76  cases  notified  and  31  deaths. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations 
of  1940  particulars  have  been  compiled  in  respect  of  59  cases  on  the 
register  and  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
transmission  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service. 

The  activities  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Dispensary  organisa- 
tion have  continued  throughout  the  year  and  all  branches  of  the  Work, 
fully  covered  in  the  Report  for  1939  have  been  maintained  and  ex- 
tended. A brief  report  of  the  services  of  this  organisation  to  residents 
of  the  Borough  of  Crosby  has  been  supplied  by  Dr.  Berry. 

“The  usual  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  at  the  Dispensary 
in  connection  with  the  Borough  of  Crosby  is  not  submitted  this  year 
on  account  of  war  conditions  and  to  meet  the  need  for  economy. 

The  increase  in  all  branches  of  the  work,  previously  remarked 
upon,  was  maintained  during  1940  and  because  our  sanatoria  and 
hospitals,  being  small,  were  not  commandeered  for  other  purposes, 
treatment  and  isolation  have  been  carried  out  without  much  alteration 
in  spite  of  the  war. 

As  regards  bacteriological  examinations  specimens  of  sputum  are 
sent  direct  to  the  Dispensary  by  medical  practitioners. 

Close  co-operation  continues  to  be  maintained  between  the  local 
Health  Department  and  the  Dispensary  organisation  in  all  matters 
relating  to  tuberculous  patients,  and  local  practitioners  readily  avail 
themselves  of  the  services  of  the  Dispensary  staff.”

SECTION  8 


Shops  Acts,  1912-1936. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  901  shops  on  the  Register  and 
with  a few  exceptions  these  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the 
1934  Act  with  regard  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  shop  workers. 
1256  visits  were  paid  to  these  shops  and  the  occupiers  were  informed 
of  the  provisions  of  the  various  Acts  and  Closing  Orders  in  force. 

The  normal  maximum  working  periods  for  young  persons  were 
44  hours  per  week  for  those  between  14  and  16  years  of  age,  and  48 
hours  per  week  for  those  between  16  and  18  years  of  age.  Although 
in  many  instances  the  number  of  hours  worked  by  young  persons  did 
not  reach  the  maximum  allowed,  in  5 cases  shopkeepers  were  warned 
for  exceeding  this  maximum  and  in  consequence  the  working  hours 
were  reduced  in  each  case  to  comply  with  the  regulations. 

The  Shops  Acts  require  various  notices  to  be  exhibited  and  records 
to  be  kept  in  all  shops  where  persons  are  employed  relative  to  weekly 
half  holidays,  conditions  of  employment,  permitted  working  hours, 
etc.,  and  at  166  shops  it  was  found  necessary  to  warn  the  occupiers 
owing  to  failure  to  exhibit  the  requisite  notices  or  keep  records.  151 
nuisances  were  dealt  with  by  informal  notice  or  verbal  reference  to 
the  owners  or  occupiers  of  the  shops  concerned. 

The  general  closing  hours  fixed  by  sub-section  1 of  Section  1 of 
the  Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act,  1928,  were  amended  by  Defence 
Regulation,  1939,  No.  60a.  An  order  made  under  this  Regulation 
on  November  9th,  1940,  by  the  Corporation  of  Crosby  substituted 
7 p.m.  on  the  late  day  and  6 p.m.  on  any  other  day  of  the  week  for  the 
period  17th  November,  1940,  to  2nd  March,  1941.  It  was  noted 
however  that  many  of  the  shops  closed  at  earlier  hours,  due  no  doubt, 
to  the  difficulties  experienced  through  the  “black  out,”  rationing, 
and  the  reduction  of  supplies. 


Young'Persons  Employment  Act,  193S. 

This  enactment,  which  came  into  operation  on  January  1st,  1939, 
regulates  the  hours  of  employment  of  young  persons  under  18  years 
of  age  in  certain  occupations  not  previously  governed  by  legislation. 
It  also  amends  the  Shops  Act  of  1934  in  respect  of  young  persons 
under  16  years  of  age.  Premises  to  which  this  Act  applies  were  all 
visited  and  the  employers  were  advised  as  to  their  obligations. 
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SECTION  9 


Factories  Act,  1937 

All  factories  in  the  district  have  been  inspected,  183  visits  having 
been  made. 

The  walls  and  ceilings  of  12  workrooms  required  limewashing  or 
cleansing  and  on  intimation  the  necessary  work  was  carried  out. 

13  nuisances  were  discovered  at  workshops,  which  included  the 
cleansing  or  repair  of  sanitary  conveniences. 

There  were  no  notices  relative  to  this  Act  received  from  H.M. 
Inspector  of  Factories  during  the  year. 

HOME  WORKERS 

Occupiers  of  factories  from  which  work  of  certain  kinds  is  given 
out  are  compelled  to  keep  a list  of  outworkers  employed  by  them,  and 
to  send  a copy  of  the  list  to  the  Local  Authority  in  February  and 
August  of  each  year. 

Two  such  lists  were  received  during  these  months,  referring  to  the 
same  person. 

The  house-worker  was  visited  on  each  occasion  and  the  premises 
found  to  be  satisfactory.

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Housing  and  Environmental  Hygiene 

The  Clearance  Areas  affecting  properties  in  the  Water  Street,  York 
Street  and  School  Lane  Areas  were  well  advanced  in  1939.  The 
dispossessed  families  had  been  re-housed  in  the  24  houses  and  16 
flats  which  were  built  by  the  Corporation  as  a part  of  these  schemes. 
Demolition  work  had  been  commenced  on  the  vacated  properties  in 
the  Water  Street  Area  but  owing  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  was 
postponed. 

For  the  same  reason  work  was  stopped  on  the  seven  houses  re- 
presented in  accordance  with  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  Section  II, 
after  one  individually  unfit  house  had  been  demolished.  The  Cor- 
poration also  contemplated  three  Housing  Schemes  for  the  alleviation 
of  overcrowding  and  the  plans  were  well  advanced,  work  on  these 
schemes  has  also  been  deferred  until  after  the  war.

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

During  the  year  3021  premises  were  inspected  in  the  district.  In 
the  course  of  inspections  nuisances  were  discovered  on  1569  premises 
and  it  was  necessary  to  serve  1439  preliminary  notices  on  the  owners 
or  occupiers  and  the  majority  of  these  received  prompt  attention. 
In  several  instances  it  was  necessary  to  report  the  existence  of  nuisances 
to  the  Health  Committee  and  Statutory  Notices  were  ordered  to  be 
served.  It  was  found  necessary  to  issue  237  Statutory  Notices. 
The  various  premises  were  visited  during  the  progress  of  the  work 
with  the  object  of  ensuring  that  the  nuisances  enumerated  in  the 
notices  were  satisfactorily  abated,  the  number  of  such  re-inspections 
being  3857. 

On  several  occasions  it  was  necessary  to  report  default  of  compliance 
to  abate  nuisances  to  the  Borough  Solicitor  and  by  his  action  Police 
Court  proceedings  were  obviated. 

The  Smoke  Test  was  applied  to  old  drains  on  eleven  occasions.

OVERCROWDING 

Overcrowding  still  exists  in  the  Borough  but  it  is  confined  to  the 
larger  families  and  of  the  Survey  taken  in  1936  a further  20  cases  of 
overcrowding  were  abated  during  the  year.  2 new  cases  were  dis- 
covered during  the  course  of  the  year  making  a total  of  82  houses  on 
the  Register  known  to  be  overcrowded.  Twenty  cases  re-housed 
themselves  or  ceased  to  be  overcrowded  for  other  reasons  whilst  one 
family  was  re-housed  by  the  Corporation.  When  a Corporation  house 
becomes  vacant  the  preference  of  tenancy  is  always  given  to  over- 
crowded families. 
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LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS  AND  RESULTS 

Under  Sections  92  and  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  legal 
proceedings  were  instituted  in  July  against  four  owners  of  dwelling 
houses  for  non  compliance  with  Statutory  Abatement  Notices.  The 
properties  in  respect  of  which  these  proceedings  were  taken  numbered 
46.  The  Court  made  an  order  in  each  case  and  the  owners  paid 
Costs  totalling  £31/1/0.  The  nuisances  were  subsequently  satis- 
factorily abated. 

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS 

There  were  8 houses  let  in  lodgings  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  66  visits  of  inspection  were  made  and  the  houses  were 
found  to  be  generally  well  kept. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

There  are  two  offensive  trades  carried  on  in  the  Borough — that  of 
a fat  melter  and  that  of  a fish  frier. 

There  are  31  fish  friers,  one  less  than  last  year,  and  one  fat  melter 
in  the  Borough.  The  premises  used  by  these  traders  were  inspected 
at  regular  intervals  and  all  were  found  to  be  maintained  in  a satis- 
factory condition.  1 1 1 visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the 
course  of  the  year. 

HOUSE  REFUSE 

This  work  is  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Borough  Engineer 
and  is  supervised  by  the  Cleansing  Superintendent. 

For  the  removal  of  household  refuse  the  Pagefield  System  is  in 
operation,  except  in  Hightown  and  Little  Crosby  area;  the  removal 
of  refuse  in  Hightown  is  by  means  of  a covered  motor  vehicle.  In 
Little  Crosby  Village  where  the  closet  and  refuse  accommodation  is 
mainly  of  the  privy  midden  type,  the  middens  are  emptied  by  the 
Corporation  workmen,  and  local  farmers  remove  the  refuse  on  to  the 
land  for  manure. 

Ashbins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly,  and  privy  middens 
at  intervals  of  approximately  two  months. 

Shop  refuse  is  removed  twice  weekly  by  means  of  a covered  motor 
vehicle,  and  the  charge  for  collection  is  3d.  per  bin  after  one  free  bin. 

The  Corporation  dispose  of  the  refuse  on  to  tips,  controlled  tipping 
being  carried  out. 

During  the  year  12,381 .2  tons  of  refuse  were  collected  by  the  Page- 
field  System,  and  314.5  tons  by  other  motor  vehicles.  The  total 
amount  of  refuse  removed  being  12,695.7  tons.  In  addition  to  this 
the  Corporation  removed  during  the  year  approximately  5 tons  of 
refuse  per  week  from  the  Military  Camps  and  Billets  situated  in  the 
Borough. 
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STREAMS  AND  WATERCOURSES 

The  watercourses  and  ditches  are  cleansed  and  bottomed  by  their 
respective  owners,  and  receive  frequent  inspection.  Rimrose  Brook, 
which  is  situated  on  the  eastern  boundary,  is  polluted  mainly  from  an 
effluent  drain  from  a large  piggery  situate  outside  the  Borough.  This 
effluent  has  a very  offensive  smell,  and  contains  far  too  much  suspended 
matter  to  discharge  into  any  watercourse,  and  gives  rise  to  a nuisance 
during  the  summer  season  when  there  is  little  dilution  taking  place. 

Representations  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  Authority 
in  whose  district  the  piggery  is  situated. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  Storm  Relief  Drainage  Scheme,  for  the  Northern  portion  of 
the  Borough,  commenced  in  1937  and  completed  last  year,  is  so  far 
working  satisfactorily. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

There  are  six  factory  chimneys  in  the  Borough,  4 laundries,  1 brick- 
works, and  1 large  mail  order  stores. 

Since  June,  1940,  when  the  Ministry  of  Home  Security  Circular 
No.  139/1940  was  received  no  action  has  been  taken  with  regard  to 
smoke  nuisances.  Five  observations  were  taken  prior  to  this  circular 
and  in  one  instance  an  informal  notice  was  issued.  A satisfactory 
explanation  was  received  in  answer  to  a letter  drawing  attention  to 
the  offence.  There  are  no  Bye-Laws  in  force  under  the  Public  Health 
(Smoke  Abatement)  Act,  1926  or  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

CINEMAS 

There  are  seven  cinemas  in  the  Borough.  All  were  inspected  and 
found  to  be  well  conducted. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

The  methods  employed  for  the  freeing  of  infested  houses  from 
bed  bugs  are: — the  removal  of  infested  bedding  and  clothing  to  the 
disinfecting  station,  and  spraying  the  rooms  thoroughly  writh  Cromessol 
Solution  B. 

All  complaints  received  regarding  bug  infestation  were  investigated 
and  the  number  of  houses  found  to  be  infested  were:

93  visits  of  inspection  were  recorded  under  this  heading  during 
the  year. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 
There  are  now  no  temporary  dwellings  in  the  Borough. 
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RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919 

Complaints  were  received  regarding  rat  infestation  and  the  ensuing 
investigations  entailed  148  visits.  These  complaints  were  mainly 
from  lands  and  premises  in  or  near  the  agricultural  portion  of  the 
Borough. 

The  methods  adopted  for  the  destruction  of  these  rodents  are  dogs 
and  ferrets,  traps,  poisonous  bait,  and  rat  varnish  smeared  on  card- 
board. Our  experience  is  that  the  best  results  are  obtained  by  means 
of  dogs  and  ferrets. 

The  Corporation  have  an  arrangement  with  an  employee  who  has 
dogs  and  ferrets  to  act  as  Rat  Catcher  in  his  own  time,  and  266  rats 
were  caught  by  him  during  the  year.  Where  necessary  traps  are  also 
loaned  out  free  by  the  Department  and  these  and  other  means  accounted 
for  a further  30  rats. 

PUBLIC  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

There  are  24  Public  Elementary  Schools  in  the  Borough.  During 
the  principal  school  holidays  all  the  drains  are  flushed  and  the  sanitary 
fitments  examined  and  any  defects  discovered  are  reported  to  the 
Education  Department.  All  children  who  are  excluded  from  school 
on  account  of  infectious  disease  in  their  homes  are  notified  to  the 
Education  Department  and  the  Head  Teachers  are  also  informed.
